There are exceptions, of course, and 
one may be sura that trainers like the veteran 
T, R. Carter and several others of the old school 
will see that their bead lade do not bully or 
maltreat the boys under their control; but 
there are others who delegate all this to the 
bead lade themselves, who are in too many cases 
ignorant and brutal and under whom the stable 
boys lead a very hard life. It is to be hoped 
that the proposal to submit the matter to the 
British Embassy in Paris, and to obtain the 
appointment of a committee to investigate the 
charges, will be carried through.

1 A recent dispatch from New York says: “In 
a race a few' days ago Glade Rnn wore spec- 
tacles, a fact which has can.sed mnch comment 
among horsemen. The glasses were designed 
by“Pitt8bargPhil”Bmith. Gladj Run isowned 
by young McGill, who is “Pittsbnrg Phil’s” 
nephew. 

“The Gravesend track was fall of sm all stones 
and gravel, which were thrown back with some 
force by the hoofs of the flying thoroughbreds. 
Shaw, who rode Glade Run in bis races, re- 
ported that the horse seemed to b e bothered a 
great deal by dirt and small stones striking him 

the eyes, and the result was the eyeglasses. 

“They are really only an improvement or an 
addition to the ordinary blinkers. There is a 
clear piece of celluloid, which comes down 
from the cup of the blinkers over the eye, thus 
aSording a perfect protection from dnst and 
dirt and at the same time enabling a horse to 
see perfectly. Glass might be broken by a 
stone, but the cellnloid is not easily fractured. 

“Especially are each glasses valuable on days 
when the track is muddy. Often horses who 
wear the enp blinkers come back with eyes filled 
with mud,”
